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‘Freeing’ Urbanites 
Might Help, Too! — 


A story in the Wall St. Journal says 
that Secretary of Agriculture Benson’s 
mail, largely from urbanites, is favorable 
to his stand on lower-price supports and 
other federal aid to farmers by a count 
of about 12-1. 

The story quotes a letter from a 
Cleveland housewife, to wit: 

‘Dear Mr. Benson: It’s about time the 
farmer was made to stand on his own. 
He has been coddled long enough.” 


The letter is described as typical. 


Nine chances out of 10 it was writ- 
ten by the wife of a man who works by 
- the hour, whose hourly wage is guaran- 
teed by law and whose husband right now 
is seeking a higher wage guarantee from 
government. He gets time-and-a-half for 
overtime work and double ti e for Sun- 
days and holidays. 

He is probably a SS of a labor 
union and from time to time he strikes 
against his employer for higher pay or 
for some real or imaginary grievance, 
with no regard whatever for its effect on 
the rest of the economy, including the 
farmer. When he gets his higher pay, 
either through a strike or through gov- 
ernment guarantee, the extra cost is 
passed on to the consumer, also including 
the farmer. 

The letter writer could be the wife of 
a manufacturer of articles the farmer 
must buy. Her husband’s products are 
protected from competition by cheap for- 
eign labor by tariff laws and trade re- 
' gtrictions. His competitors in his own 
field have the same privileges and both 
of them have the benefits of the various 
fair-trade laws of ‘most of the states. 
These laws are mostly price-fixing laws 
and guarantee profits. 

Of all elements of the economy, the 
farmer occupies the most vulnerable po- 
sition. He can, of course, do a lot to help 
himself. He cannot, however, overcome 
the handicap of selling his products on a 
free market while buying his needs and 
costs of production on a protected market. 

Furthermore, the farmer cannot buy 
the products of labor and the manufac- 
turer unless he has purchasing power. 
Unfavorable trade balances year after 
year will wreck national economies. It 

also wreck businesses and individu- 
including the farmer. 

If we free the farmer, it is only jus- 
tice that government free labor and in- 
dustry whose products the farmer must 
buy.

Turner County Moves 
Closer to Consolidation 


Turner County, population 10,500, is 
a step nearer a complete consolidation 
of its white high schools and of its Negro 
schools; both high and elementary. 

The State School Building Authority 
has approved Turner’s school merger 
plans and authorized the sale of bonds to 
pay for new buildings. 

The blueprint call for a new white 
high school combining the Ashburn, 
Sycamore and Rebecca schools into one 


and a countywide Negro High school and 


elementary school in Ashburn. 

Sycamore is only three or four miles 
from Ashburn, the county seat. The Re- 
becca senior high had already been 


‘ merged with the one at Ashburn. 


The Turner County white high school 
will have an enrollment of about 500 
students. The two Negro schools will en- 
roll about 1,000. The enrollments mean 
schools of a size favorable to economy 
and efficiency of operation and of broader 
curricula than possible in the smaller 
schools. 


The county school board had antici- 
pated the consolidation and already ‘pur- 
chased land for the new buildings. 


We commend the board and other 
Turner Countians for planning and ap- 
proving a school program in keeping with 
the times.

But also it is due to internal prés- 
sures and discontents resulting 
from the bad living conditions with- 
in the Soviet bloc and the con- 
trasting better conditions within 
the neighboring free countries. 

“It suggests ‘that perhaps the 
workers within the Soviet Union 
may be allowed to work less for 
military purposes and more for 
their own good. That, of course, 
would be a welcome approach to 
the practices observed in the free 
world. 

“I am not suggesting that an 
orgy of. self-indulgence is the an- 
swer to the Soviet menace. The 
danger is immense and persistent. 
This is no time for the free world 


to relax and to weaken its own’

There haye been the great champions of democracy; those who 
fought for the underprivileged majority against the well-entrenched 
minority. Generations later they are remembered and blessed. 


Each era has its heroes. While 
the conquerors ride high for a 
while, the future most consistently 
recalls the men and women who 
took the part of the oppressed and 
downtrodden. Lincoln will be 
known long after Frederick the 
Great has been forgotten, and the 
men who gave are remembered 
better than those who just got. 


The heroes of 1953 undoubtedly 
are the two men who threw an 
Eastern airliner off schedule in the 
middle of the Christmas rush. Ac- 
cording to the United Press their 
names were Theodore H. Silbert 
and Jack Lipow.

Of course, the line finally pre- 
vailed, but not until schedules 
were so far off that the operations 
office was upset for several hours, 
it is devoutly to be hoped.

All Man’s Problems 


Someone called to my attention the fact that ~ 
the word ‘‘problem”’ does not appear in the Bible. 
I checked with my concordance and found no 
reference to that word, but it has become one of our most common 
words today. Sometimes I think everybody has a problem and, in 


fact, every person does have not one but often many. 


I know I 


have problems myself, and I also hear a lot of problems from other 


people. 

Never a day passes that someone 
does not tell me their problem 
either by mail, on the phone or in 
person. In some instances I did 
not know the solution. I have had 
people leave me disappointed be- 
cause I could not solve their prob- 
lems. 


When a person has spent years 
in tangling up his life, it does 
seem unreasonable for him to ex- 
pect a minister to straighten it all 
out in 15 minutes. Yet some people 
expect just that and, when the 
minister, does not give an easy 
way , the person loses faith. 


I think one of the greatest temp- 
tations of the minister who coun- 
sels with people is to become a 
*‘quickie’’ problem solver. A fine 
and intelligent man told me he 
worked at a problem nearly 30 
years before he found the solution. 
Some men have worked that long 
and longer and have never found 
an answer. 

Take the problem of cancer, for 
example. Much has been learned 
about it and much progress has 
been made, but in spite of the 
years of work by some of the

Just as Secretary Acheson in 
January 1950 by his speech which 
eliminated Korea from America’s 
defense perimeter may have un- 
wittingly encouraged the Commu- 
nists to commit their aggression 
across the 38th parallel a few 
months later, so the withdrawal 
of the American divisions today 
may be misinterpreted and new 
aggression begun in a few 
months. 

Certainly the impact of the 
American decision on the morale 
of the Korean people and their 
army will be disturbing. 

It is true that President Eisen- 
hower has said that any such ag- 
gression would be met with retalia- 


tory blows by American naval and | 


up the Korean morale, especially 
since it is now conceded by the 
American envoy, Arthur Dean, 
that the Communist Chinese Gov- 
ernment is integrating North Ko- 
rea into the Manchurian economy. 
It is believed, moreover, that the 
Chinese Communist Government fs 
planning to make North Korea a 
part of Red China. This form ot 
annexation could happen if a peace 
treaty to unify Korea is never 
signed. 

Possibly Mr. Eisenhower didn’t 
know of the Communist intentions 
for a Christmas-Day drive across 
Indochina when he arranged for 
the withdrawal of the two Ameri 
can divisions from Korea and sent 
Adm. Arthur W. Bradford and As- 
sistant Secretary of State Walter 
Robertson to Seoul to explain the 
move to President Rhee. 

Appeasement in 1938 brought on 
World War II. The appeasement of 
1953 in the Far East may be mis- 
construed by the Communists as 
weakness and could lead to a 
greater challenge which would 
make World War III inevitable. 
Appeasement never pays. It's al- 
ways more -costly in the long run 
than firmness at the decisive mo- 
ments of history.

Agricultur- 
al experts, both foreign and do- 
mestic, figure the loss at a mini- 
mum of 40 per cent of the antici- 
pated harvest. 


On the basis of opinions from 
the agricultural experts, the chief 
hope of salvaging a portion of the 
crop rests on the possibility of a 
warm rain soon plus a good thirst 
quenching blanket of snow before 
spring. But the weather here now 
has turned cold. Here, as else- 
where in Europe, there has been 
no snow. 


Into this equation in a land of 
bread eaters must be figured the 
attitude of the peasants who pro- 
duce a large part of the country’s 
essential grain. If the grain bins 
are low, the chances are that they 
will keep surpluses, if any, off the 
market until the middle or late 
summer in anticipation of prices 
rising before the fall harvest.

Over Seed Catalogue

Let your imagination run wild when reading the seed cata- 
logues during the long winter evenings ahead. 


Order any type flower or 
shrubbery desired for there are 
no landscaping laws in Atlanta 
and they can be planted any- 
where on the homeowners prop- 


“There are no laws in the city 
governing where to plant shrub- 
bery, trees or flowers on per- 
sonal property,”’ says W. R. 
Wofford, city building inspector. 
“Planting is left entirely to the 
individual's whim. 

“This gves for fences, too. 
When it comes to a barbed wire 
enclosure this is not allowed 
along sidewalks but one may 
be set up three feet back if de- 
sired.”’ 


RESPECT LINES 


Mr. Wofford also pointed out 
that although the homeowner 
may plan the unusual in land- 
scaping, he or she should respect 
the boundary lines. 


And what is Mr. Wofford in- 
terested in right now for his 
own garden? . 

“T want to set out some ap- 
ple trees’ he said. 

For his information, apple 
trees are said to be very easy to 
grow. Planted in small orchard 
plots they should be 35-40 feet 
apart. However, they may be 
flanked by smaller trees such as 
cherry, plum, peach or apricot 
placed as fillers. 


APPLE TREE TOPS 


The "pple tree is the most de- 
sirable fruit tree for landscape 
planting. It can be used at the 
back or side of the lawn or even 
on the open lawn if pruned so 
the trunk grows up sufficiently 
high to leave plenty of space 
underneath. 

Normally, apple trees should 
be pruned with the trunk fork- 
ing about 4 to 6 feet above the 
ground to make the branches 
hang low. 

Pear, peach, plum, apricot and 
cherry trees can be grown in 
most home orchards. Their use 
in landscape planting is pri- 
marily restricted to background 
material for lawns or vegetable 
gardens. 

Where space is limited, dwarf 
trees of various varieties can 
be planted. Full sized trees are 
usually more satisfactory when 
space allows,
